ment. The substantial progress nirenﬂy et |
promisea well for a brilliant future. )

The youthfal city is finely sitnated. Min-
nesota Point, seven miles in length, and
hardly more than a hundred yards in width,
divides Bt. Lonia Bay from Lake Superior,
The Point is thickly vovered with houses for
half n mile from its base, and the town ex-
tends thence on one hand slong the bay, and
on the other along the lake.

From the lake shore, parallel with whish
the main streets run, rises a hill-side up which
tho cross-streets arve already making their
way, losing thomselves finally among old
stumps and plunging suoddenly into the
forest, A great deal has becn done in the
matter of grading, and the work isactively
continued,

Of the natural advantages which Dalath
possesses & great deal may be said with trath,
though it is diffienlt to satisfy tha sangnine
expectations of the oitizens of the place.
There is & good natural harbor in 5t. Louis
Bay, conveniently entercd by & ship.canal
aoross Minnesota Point. Beside this a break-
water has been built, which will not onlyserve
to proteot the canal, but will also afford an
outer harbor for use in spring, even when the
ice has not disappeared from the bay. At

resent there is no ice remaining fn the outer
En.rbor, and it is a favorite mode of rousing
the ire of Superior men by declaring that it
has all gone to block up the harbor of that
town.

Vast deposits of granite, slate, and sand-
slone exist along the valley of the St. Louis
river, In that neighborhood the "ambitious
farmer can do better by hanging up his

loughshare and praning-hook, and organiz-
ing a mining company, than by tilling the
soil, To the northward stretches an nnbro-
ken forest, principally of hard woods, birch,
and maple, of which the soil is fertile and
likely to prove very productive,

As the telegraph has already infermed yon,
the Northern Pacifiec Railroad is already
graded almost to the Red river, and rails are
laid for nearly half the distance, The Lake
Superior and Mississippi Railroad furnishes a
highway which makes Duluth the great ship-
E'iJng point on the lakes for the products of

innesota, at least, Onr Canadian friendsare
making Duluth an important point on their
line of communication with the Rted River
country, and, indeed with all the western
portiona of British America, Besides all these
signs of future growth, the development of
the vast mineral resonrces of the whole Lake
Superior region must add materially to the
prospects of Dulath. A.

HORRIBLE DEATH.

Two Men Suffoented by Foul Air,

The Newark Aduvertiser of last evening says: —

‘‘About half-past]9 o'clock this forenoon two
men were suffocated by carbonic acid gas, or
what is commonly called ‘fonl air,’at Fehlei-
sen’s brewery. It appears that lager beer, in
the process of manufacture, is kept for a time
in large tanks of some eighty or ninety bar-
rels capacity, and that after the beaer s drawn
out of these tanks it contains carbonic acid gas
euflicient Lo deatroy 1ife instantly.
This fact is well known to all
employes about establishments of this charae-
ter, and the ‘man-holes,’ or trap-doors ot top
of the tanks, are immediately opened after the
beer is wuhdmwm and so left until the gas
escapes, and workmen go down into them and
clean them out. This precaution was in thie
instance neglected by Louls Bchlehner, 8 man
who had been in Mr. Fehlelsen's employ but
eight days, and although warned by Frederick

itelek, another employe, not to enter the tank
until he tested the airin it with a lighted candle,
he entered the man-hole,and almost Immediately
uttered an agonizing ery.

‘“The cogineer, Max Albrecht, hearing the
man’s despairing cry, hastened to the tank in
the hope of rescuing iﬂm, and climbing to the
top of the tank reached his hands down the
man-hole to help the unfortunate sufferer out.
Both of his hands were immediately clasped in
those of the strangling man at the bottom of the
tank, whose dyin n.%gglel lent additional power
to his grasp, and he lost his balance and fell
into the cavern of death.

“The alarm was immediately given through-
out the brewery, and Mr. Fehleisen and the em-
pl:gu of the brewery hastened to the tank and
5 e every poseible effort to save the men, but,

though an openlng was forced in the tank, and
the men taken out in a few moments, their
blackened faces, glazed eyes, and distorted fea-
tura]: showed that tne deadly gas had done its
work,

PRUSSIAN VORACITY.

How they Plcked Poor France to the Very
Bones,

The French papers feem with complaints
about Prussian voracity. The tollowing letter
